| The story of the citrus indus-| 


‘try of the west end of San Ber- 
nardino County might be said 
to be a smaller edition of the 
story of the industry in Cali- 
fornia as a whole. 

Many of us are familiar with 
the history of the California 
Fruit Growers’ Exchange pub- 
lished a year or so ‘ago, which 
takes the citrus grower from 
the early beginnings through 
the ups and downs to the enor- 
mous production and efficient 
marketing facilities of the pres- 
ent day. While some in this 
district may not boast of their 
prosperity, it is generally real- 
jized that comparative condi- 
tions, compared both with local 
conditions in past years and 
other agricultural industries in 
general, show the California 
citrus grower to be in an en- 
viable position. 

Organization Is 33 Years Old 

On Oct. 4, 1893, fifteen grow- 
ers from Ontario and four from 
Cucamonga, representing in all 
about 10,000 boxes of lemons,

Two years later, during the 
1897-98 season, the present O. 
K. Fruit Exchange was organ- 
ized. 

Today our loeal district ex- 
change is made up of twelve as- 
sociations with fourteen pack- 
ing houses. In addition, the 
territory known as the west end 
embraces the West Ontario Cit- 
rus Association, a cooperative 
Sunkist group affiliated with 
the San Antonio Fruit Ex- 
change at Pomona.

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An Unfair Comparison 
(Hemet News) 


Disraeli, the great English statesman, once 
said that ‘‘it is easier to be critical than cor- 
rect,’’ and this bit of wisdom may well apply 
to the irresponsible statements made by Sen- 
ator Kline before the Kiwanis Club in an al- 
leged comparison of the Richardson and Young 
budgets, attempting to show that the former 
governor had been parsimonious and extrava- 
gant, while the new governor is to be generous 
and economical. Of course, if this were true, 
it would be a rather incongruous arrangement 
of verbs, but incongruity never troubled the 
serene soul of Senator Kline. 

It is not easy to compare objects that are 
not comparable. The Richardson biennium is 
not ended until June 30 nex't, while the Young 
biennium will not begin until July 1. How- 
ever, the total expenses of state government for 
the last two years of the Richardson adminis- 
tration is $180,000,000 in round numbers, there 
will be at least $4,000,000 left in the treasury 
in tunexpended balances, so it is fair to say 
that $176,000,000 is approximately the correct 
figure. ee 

The budget submitted by Governor Young 
calls for $193,000,000 for the coming biennium, 
but this does not include the amounts to be 
ealled for by the promised supplementary bud- 
get that will be voted by the legislature. _Bud- 
gets and total expenses are different animals, 
and it is unfair to compare actual expenses of 
the past two years with ‘the new governor’s 
budget, and then assert that the inerease of 






the total cost of state government for the next 
two years will be only seven per cent. There 
is no way of determining the percentage of 
increase at the present time, but the budget 
alone calls for at least nine per cent higher 
cost. With the inevitable additions to the bud- 
get it is fairly predictable that the increase 
will run to fourteen or fifteen per cent. 


The best measure of economy or extrava- 
gance is the condition of the state treasury. 
Governor Richardson entered office with $30,- 
000 in the general fund of the state. He left 
office with $20,400,000 surplus. We are al- 
ready warned by the new administration that 
the present handsome surplus will be exhaust- 
ed within four years at least, and that new 
forms of taxation ‘to supply money to the gen- 
eral fund must be found. Evidently it is ex- 
pected that demands on the state will not only 
require all of the handsome surplus and the 
natural increase of corporation and gross earn- 
ings taxes, but new‘sources of supply will be 
needed to prevent bankruptcy. 


The overburdened taxpayer will naturally 
wonder where the end is to be. Certainly un- 
der Richardson there has been no neglect of 
essential needs. The schools have had a larger 
percentage of the state revenue than ever be- 
fore; ‘the hospitals, prisons and welfare insti- 
tutions have been adequately provided for. 
The saving under Richardson was 
about almost wholly by the veto of ‘‘pork bar- 
rel’’ legislation, by the abolition of political 
jobs and by careful management of public af- 
fairs. All of these economies are naturally re- 
sented by politicians and tin-horn statesmen 
who imagine their primary duty to the people 
is to ‘‘bring home the bacon.”’

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Frocks May Leave Their Straightness Un- 
disturbed — But Skirts Achieve Width 


HILE trains and steam- 

ships are crowded to ca- 

pacity with travelers seek- 

ing warmth and sunshine, 
while yet the north is held in the 
fey wrip of winter, there are thou- 
sands of stay-at-homes. © They 
rank, in numbers, well ahead of 
the many that seek summer lands, 
and their demands for the new in 
fashion are quite as urgent.

The Silhouette Is Straight 


Two words are generally applied 
to the silhouette—‘straight,” and 
“kinetic,”” which means, of course, 
that lines are straight, but not un- 
compromisingly so, for they break 
into movement when the wearer 
moves. There are many ways to 
this straightness, and these ways 
mark the difference between mas- 
culinity and the feminine theme, 
for it is the latter that we are fol- 
lowing now, elaborating it in many 
interesting ways.

Even 
though it chanced that for a time 
the ensemble costume was little 
mentioned, that absence from the 
mode only strengthened the im- 
portance of the minor ensemble. 
We buy nothing unrelated, these 
days, or we should not, It is @ 
time of many little things in tha 
fashion picture that have little 
reason for being except that they 
add to sartorial elegance. Shoes, 
hats, hosiery and gloves we must 
have, but scarfs and kerchiefs and 
boutonnieres and the countless 
pieces of costume jewelry that 
fashion favors we must have only 
because of their pictorial effect. 
But since we do have them, and 
do not bother in the having, why 
—they must be related, one to the 
other, and at times one to several 
others, It is a fine business, the 
choosing of smart accessories, and 


‘an equally fine business the chocs- 


ing them similarly. smart, There 
is no conceivable costume of day 
or evening that does not demand 
complementary details. Sports at- 
tire, the morning street costume, 
the afternoon ensemble or frock, 
semi-formal and formal evening 
attire, all these have their needs. 
And what will “go” with one will 
not go with the other, except, per- 
haps, the single fortunate choice. 
‘And quite as important as their 
suitability to the costume they sup- 
plement ts their suitability to each 
other. It is a constant spur to the 
activity of designers and manutac- 


It is well to stress the fact that 
while every model now being of- 
fered as new carries in its fabric, 
line and color a definite forecast 
of spring, it possesses a smart 
suitability for the present season, 
and is correct for immediate wear 
in town as well as in the warmer 
climates. Straight lines, the col- 
lariess neckline, manipulations of 
the fabric in lieu of applied trim- 
ming, cross garment treatments, 
the usa of contrast—color or fabric 
or both, and the compose color 
theme, all these are important fea- 
tures of mode.

A model in black satin with a 
touch of white in the long, soft tle 
illustrates the companionable qual- 
ities of lack of color and white! 
It is a simple matter to change this 
frock into an all black one by re- 
moving the tie and opening the 
collar to a V-neckline.

HE new models seem to em- 
C phasize the importance of the 

collarless neckline, not alone in 
frocks, but in sweaters—we find 
that we must consider the sweater 
costume when considering the new 
mode. Line means -much—it will 
be square or oval or V-shaped, but 
it will not wear a collar. That 
does not, however, mean that it 
will go untrimmed, for it will not, 
but it will lie flat to the neck, 
rather in the tailored way. 

This line is most often square. 
It appears on the tailored frock of 
wool crepe, the frock of prinied 
silk, the crepes of the sports mode, 
chiffon afternoon dresses and the

Perhaps there has never been a 
small thing that has grown in a 
few seasons to importance with the 
rapidity of the flower boutonniere 
or corsage. Dresses, coats and suits 
alike set high vaiue on it, and 
many of the most elaborate and 
expensive frocks use a flower for 
trimming in preference to any- 
thing else. This flower is, frequent- 
ly, made the keynote in the har- 
monious assembling of the costume, 
and it is well worth consideration.

There ts no 
lovelier way of assuring charm in 
the similarly smart accessory en- 
semble than by the subtle use of 
color—there is the whole wide 
world of gorgeous, subtle, beautiful 
shades from which to choose. But 
one must be very sure of her con- 
trasts that they be net bizarre.

sweater frocks. The decorative 
note is applied in many clever ways 
—with bands, with bows, with 
both. A square neck is outlined 
with two-tone bands in the com- 
pose color scheme, an oval neck 
has a soft bow on one shoulder, 
another oval line ends in a soft 
bow in the middle of the back. 
When the neckline is V-shaped, 
it may be banded, the bands 
crossed flatly in front, the blouse 


may be slashed each side of the 
V-neck and a sash bow run 
through it, or the line may end in 
a bow. Sometimes a flower trims, 
and that alone. But it is quite 
certain that either the band or the 
bow idea will be used in some way 
or another.

One has so much to keep in 
mind when choosing—appropriate- 
ness, as well as harmony, must be 
considered. There is even a cer- 
tain kind of flower for the sports 
dress or the tailored day dress that

even afternoon or informal evening 
wear, 

Since black and white is of the 
moment, one may expect black and 
white accessories, which have the 
happy faculty of proving har- 
monious with more than one cos- 
tume. They make up an ensemble 
of contrast, but even contrast must 
be harmonious. One sees Southern 
ensembles of four pieces carried 
out in this stunning color scheme 
—shoes, hat, parasol and handbag 
—but the ensemble is more secure- 
ly Mnked together than the aver- 
age, for pattern and trimming 
agree as well—stripes, hairiines, 
‘coin dots, for instance. 

With summer hand-painting re- 
turns, a very effective decoration 
for the small things of the toilette, 
A flower may adorn the cuff of the 
glove, be repeated on the shoe 
vamp, and appear on the flap of 
the envelope purse. Or the hat 
may have a flower motif to link it 
with shoes, handbag or gloves. And

Jewelry ensembles are varied, 
and jewelry fashions change with 
every passing day.
